=SlHe Lords and Commons in Parliament do de. 
clare, that it 25 againſt the Laws and Liberties 
of the Kingdom, that any of the Subjects there- 
| of ſhould be commanded by the King to attend 
Him at His pleaſure , but ſuch as are bound 
thereto by ſpeciall ſervice; Andifany Meſſen- 
'oers or Officers ſhall by colour of any Com- 
{mand from His Majeſty, or VV arrant under 
His Majeſties hand, arreſt, take,or carry away 
zny of His Majeſties Subjects to any place whatſoever, contrary 
ro their wils, That it is both againſt the Laws of the Land,the Liberty 
of the Subie&ts, and is to the diſturbance of rhe publick Peace of the 
Kingdom : And any of His Maieſties Subiects fo arreſted, may layw- 
fully refuſe ro obey ſuch Arreſts and Commands, 
And itis further declared, that whoſoever is employed by both 
oreither Houſe of Parliament , concerning the Ordinance for the 
_ Mibtia, or in advancingthe Propoſitions, for raiſing of Horſe, Money 
or Plare, according to the InſtruQtions of both Houſes, or in furthe- 
ringthe ſubſcriptions for Ireland, orin any other Service of both 
or either Houſe of Parliament, ſhall not depart that Service, or at- 
tend his Maieſty upon any ſummons or commands, ſignified by Let- 
ter, Proclamation , or otherwiſe except ſuch Perſons ſhall be com- 
elled ro ſuch departure or attendance by authority of Law. And in 
ſo doing, both houſes of Parliament will extend the utmoſt of their 
Power for their indempaity.
